enderſtand the deorees of all the 1nferiour «fliers, whereby

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hee may bee able to diſcharge a place of ſuch importance, 
that hee may preſentlic redrefle any thing amitte, and giue ir.

in conſiſteth the honour ard reputation of the Capraine 
and Souldiers, hee ought not onely to bee a good youldier,

N this officer conlifteth the principall partes of the ob- 

{crvacion of milltary Sitoline; and for that the execu- 
tion of the ſupperiour officers orders, and commands , doe 
concerae his charge and duety, it 1mporteth' that hee bee 
a Skilifall and vaitant Souldier, and well experienced in Milt- 
tary diſcipline, yea of ſo great importance, that more to- 
lcravle 1t were for all the officers of the company ( were it 
the Capraine himlfe ) ro bee vnskilled men and of little ex- 
perience, rather than the Sergeant, who of neceſſitie oughe 
to bee an expert Souldier, and of great ſpirit and diligence. 

Hee 1s to ranke the Souldicrs as hee ſhall thinke good, 
not ſuff. ring them to contend or fall out amoargt themiclues 
tor the Froat or belt places. |

"I S hee is a degree aboue the privat Souldier, fo ought he 
in $k1il, let no man that is a Souldier, ſecke to cometo 
prefermenr in any office in the Field, except hee know him-

The tirſt principall in Military inftrutions, bindeth eyery 
one that myndes to praRiſe in Military diſcipline, after the 
handling of his armes, to vnderſtand the ſeyerall ſoundes of 
the Drumme, withoutthe which no Souldier is ableto knowe 
his commanders pleaſure, when to march, charge or make 
a retreat &Cc. for when 6 commanders voyce can not ex- 
tend to the hearing of the company, the Drumme denunceth 
and expreſlc th the fame,

Heereafter folloWvcth certaine ge- 
nerall obſervations, - 
Let every Souldier know that in marching they are to 
follow their leaders in ſtrings, as alſo keepe even with their 
right hand man, which is their leader in ranke, thelike muſt 
bee done vpon a ſtand, to ſtand right after their leaders in 
ſtring, and ranke even with their right hand man 1n 
ranke, obſerving true diſtance and forme according vnto 


ſuch order as ſhall bze enjoyned by the commander. Let the / 


Pickeman know that in a march hee muſt alwayes ſhoulder/ 
his picke, cither juſt or ſinking, as the word ſhall be given; 
and comming thorow any port or gate, hee is to port 
his pick, vpon a troupe hee muſt carry his picke moun- 
ted, and ypon a ſtand let him alwayes fer downe' or order 
his picke, vnleſſe he haue command to the conrrary./ Let the 
Pickeman further know and obſeruc that in charging ( being 
ten depth ) half the ranks or front diviſion are to charge or 
preſent their pickes, the other half or reare diviſion are to 
carry thcir pickes mounted- or ported overthe heads of their 
leaders, that they bee no hinderance to them, either in char- 
ging Or 11 retiring. / 

Obſerve likewayes that when they prefent ſtanding to fall 
backe with the right foote, and marching to preient the 
Ic foote being ſtopped fordward. / 

The Muſquetier muſt obſerue/ vpn a march to ſhoulder 
his Muſquet, and carry the reſt 11 his right hand, except he 
prepare to giue fire, then 1s he bound to carry his reſt j1. 
his left hand: the like alſo i.a troupe, but in a ſtand let him 
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ever reſt his muſquer, except he haue command tothe contrary, 

In cxerciſing of the company, firſt cauſe the bodie to ſtand 
in good order, and being in ſuch orderas they are enjoynedto, 
Iet them face to the rightor left hand, and fo looke vpon them 
round, ſeing them ſtand right in ſtrings, and ranks. 

Ten ranks and fine ſtrings face them to either hand, and 
then their is as many ſtrings as ranks were betorc; rhe ſtrings 
being become ranks, and the ranks being converted into ſtrings. 

When you donble your ftrings to any hand, by doubling 
of ranks t9 the contrary hand, they are bronght to their firſt 
forme; likewayes having doubled ranks to any hand, by 
doubling of ſtrings to the contrary hand, they become to 
their firlt order, or as they were. 

Now the next for the fift principall ſhall bee expreſſed, 
che molt viuall words of command, eſpecially vied in the ex- 
erciſing of 2 company, with the reaſons thereof, which c- 
very Souldier muſt bee well acquented with all, otherwayes 
they can never riſe ynto any preterment. |
